He is resting 
in seclusion in the city and positively refases 
to see anyboGy or say anything for publication 
about his trebles. W.G. Abbott, vice-presi- 
dent of the Connecticut Mutual company, is 
here with a~professional accountant, and it 
was throug their efforts that Moore’s discrep- 
ancy Was made public.

Moore stated that he had turned over to the 
Connecticut Mutual property worth two hun- 
dred thousand dollars. When asked if he 
knew what course the officers of the insurance 
compapy would pursue, he said: 

“T havé no‘didea of their plans. 
waiting for developments, 
entirely in their hands. I want it 
understood that I have remained here 
to face the consequence of my acts of my own 
accord. When 1 was informed that Mr. Ab 
bott, secretary of the company, was coming 
to investigate my affairs, Il had plenty of time 
to leave the country and save myself com- 
pletely. EIdecided to stay right here, and 
when Mr. Abbott arrived I told him the whole 
truth abont the coudition of my business. I 
did not conteal anything, however trivial, and 
then I said to him that I proposed to remain 
here. I told him that he could always fin®me 
if he wented me and promised him that I 
would not Gornmit suicide either, so here I am 
waiting fot-anything that may come.” 

Moore states that his troubles dated back to 
1880, ‘In 1880,”" said he, ‘‘a law was passe¢ pro- 
hibiting forsign corporatons from bringing 
suit in the federal court. That destroyed my 
business. For two or three years I did noth- 
ing at all and became very 
despondent. Just before that, a short time, I 
had gone into bankruptey and 
an intimate friend who had indorsed my paper 
was a heavy loser. 
was in honor bound to repay him, and it was 
in an attempt to do this that my present trou- 
bles really began. I had no business, and yet 
had heayy running expenses, and at the same 
time was striving to repay my friend money he 
had lost by me. I had loaned great sums of 
money for the company I represented, taking 
real estate security. After the panic borrow- 
ers were unable to pay off mortgages and 
property, and they fell back into our hands. 
It had depreciated greatlyin value and was 
run downin very bad repair. I felt myseit 
more or less at fault in having placed loans so 
badly, though in reality I did the best I could. 
[ was extremely scnsitive on this point I 
saw the company losing thousands of dollars 
on investmentsthat had been made on my 
judgment. All these things piled upon me, 
and as time passed’ on became more and more 
burdensome.

reach three-quarters of a million, if not more. 
Secretary Abbott, however, today expressed 
his belief thatthe defalcation would not ex- 
ceed half a million. 
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THE SITUATION IN PANAMA. 


Paying the Men Only Eighty Cents a Day— 
The Report of the Consul-General. 

WASHINGTON, January 25.—Dispatches 
were received at the state department today 
from the United States’‘consul-general at Pan- 
ama, dated the 15th instant. He says that on 
the 14th instant the canal contractor at Cule- 
bra reduced the laborers’ wages to $1.20 in de- 
pased coin, about eighty cents American gold, 
whereupon the men, mostly negroes, refused 
to work, and told the police that they would 
rob for a living. In the efforts ofthe police to 
quell the disturbance, revolvers 
were used, and a serious riot 
seemed imminent, but at the time of the 
consul general’s writing, the arrival of soldiers 
had a pacifying effect, and quiet was restored. 

A dispatch was also receiyed from the 
United States consul at Colono, dated the 13th 
instant,in which it is stated that there are 10,000 
workmen employed along the lineof the canal, 
and fully twice that number of hangers on, ‘all 
of the very scum of the earth. The air there 
wus filled with rumors as to the disposal 
of the canal problem, but the informants 
said that the reports from foreign governments, 
and the news in the press of the 
Isthmus was at times so. conflict- 
ing that it was impossible to obtain 
any correct impression of the probabilities. 
There was, at the time of writing, a French 
man-of-war, the Poland, lying in the harbor 
at Colon. 
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STREET CARS STOPPED. 

A Strike on the Atlantic Avenue Road of 
Brooklyn. 

New York, January 25.—All the horse car 
lines of the Atlantic Avenue Railroad compa- 
ny, Brooklyn, seven in number, of which road 
Deacon Richardson is president, were tied up 
this morning by the employes. Yesterday al] 
day Mr. Richardson had been holding confer- 
ences With committees of his men, but practi- 
cally without any good result. The men then 
threatened to tie up the road, but Mr. Rich- 
ardson would not yield his points or agree to 
the terms of the men. When the men brought 
their cars to the depot last night they left 
them there with the determination not to 
take them out again until some arrangement 
was agreed upon whereby they could have 32 
a day for ten hours work. Lines of the At- 
lantic Avenue railroad are not in the section of 
the city through which the elevated railroad 
runs so that it made traveling inconvenient 
for those living along the route of that road. 
The police have perfected arrangements for 
keeping the$peace. No trouble is apprehended, 
however. as the men are orderly and a 
Mr. Richarson this noon said he was deter- 
mined tocarry his point and advertised for 
men to take the place of the strikers.

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THREE THOUSAND PEOPLE SRE IT 


Frey Passes the Night Walkiog and Praying Wy"? 
Only a Shoit Nap. He Takes His Breakfast 
Early. He is Given a New Suit, But Won't 
Weara Collar. He Shows Some Nerve. 
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MARIETTA, January 25.—{Special.]—A man 
hanging in mid air, writhing in the agonies of 
death, three thousand people scattered over 
the hill sides and safely ensconced in the top 
of trees, a tlousand men and boys chasing a 
rabbit, scared nearly to death, yelling, langh- 
ing, screeching as they ran, isa picture few 
people ever see. 

And yet it-was one presented in Cobb county 
today. 

Just three minutes after Sheriff McClaine 
Sprung the trigger which started Ed Frey’s 
soul on its way to eternity a great tumult 
came from the hillside almost directly in front 
of the gallows. Upon that hillside two thous- 
and of the three thousands people who saw 
the execution were gathered and from it came 
the-cTy : 

‘Catch him!’ 

‘There he goes!’’ 

‘Stop him !”’ 

‘Some one shoot him!”’ 

IT CATCHES THE CROWD, 

The cries were faint at first, but with each 
breath they grew louder and more general, 
and with a feeling akin to fear every one upon 
and about the scaffold glanced in the direction 
whence the noise came. 

And this is what they saw. 

Men and boys rushing pell mell, helter 
skelter down the hill side yelling as they ran. 
In wu body they went, rubbing, bunching, 
tumbling and falling against each other. For 
a half ininute the crowd about the gallows for- 
got that a man was dying within a few feet of 
them, and with bated breath one asked an-~ 
other: 

‘What's the matter?’ 

“Ts any one hurt ?”’ 

“Who are they after?”’’ 

A minute later and the crowd began to re- 
turn to the hillside, 

LAUGHING AND JESTING 
as they came. In the center of the foremost 
group was a tall raw-boned farmer boy, and in 
his hand he held something which seemed to 
be attracting the attention of those around 
him. As he gained the apex of the hill he 
raised it high over his head so that nearly every 
one of the three thousand people could see it. 

It was a rabbit. 

The motly cotton-tail was secreted under a 
bush in te crowd and just after Frey had 
been dropped something started it out. The 
long-eared cabbage eater began darting 
through the crowd and several parties tried to 
catch it, but 

THE NIMBLE-FOOTED QUADRUPED 
eluded the grasp and the scramble for its ears 
became general. Someone started the cry: 

‘Stop him.” 

And ina second almost a thousand voices 
had taken itup and as many hands were 
eatching at the tleeing, darting animal. The 
orowd became excited and with one impulse 
started on the chase and yelling as$theyjwent. 

sut it was the farmer boy who caught the 
rabbit. , 

Judge Winn offered the boy five dollars for 

one of the feet but the otier was declined. 
FREY’S LAST NIGHT. 

The death watch did not go on until after 
midnight. Up to that time two colored minis- 
ters and a numberof newspaper reporters were 
with him and ‘no watch was deemed neces- 
sary. He continued his swinging restless walk, 
except when engaged in prayer, until the 
visitors went away and the death watch came 
on. Thén he dropped upon his blankets, and 
burying his face in them began sobbing _bit- 
terly. Fora minute or two he remained upon 
the floor, and then springing to his feet began 
walking again. ‘wo or three times be passed 
up and down his cage, and 
then approaching the guard, who was 
just outside the bars said: 

“Won't you give me a chaw of tobacco, 
please ?”’ 

The guard cut a big quidfrom a plug and 
handed it to the condemned man. Hr put 
it in 


HIS MOUTH AND BEGAN CHEWING, 
atthe same time resuming his walk. For 
more than an he walked 
up aud down cell, spitting 
and vraying. Just before 5 o'clock he stopped 
in front of the death-watch, asking: 

“What time is it?’ 

The watch took his time piece from 
pocket, and, glancing at it, said: 

‘Tt wants twenty minutes of- three. 
do you feel, Ed?” 

‘*] don’t know, sir, how I do feel. I am as 
cold as can be. What time does day break?” 

‘*A bout six.”’ 

“Well, that’s three hours. 
lay down andseeifl can’t get a nap. 
night.’’ 

‘Good night.” replied the death watch. 

Frey dropped upon his knees and for two or 
three minutes prayed. His prayer was an ear- 
nest one. It was not the 

PRAYER OF ONE WHO FELT 
that he had made. his peace with his maker, 
but rather the prayes ofa man who feared 
that his sins had not been forgiven. The 
prayer over, the negro dropped upon his 
bla.kets and ina few minutes was asleep. 
His sleep was nota deepone. He rolled and 
tossed about in the most restless man- 
ner, all the time muttering something 
which no one could understand. Just after 5 
o’clock he awoke, and then, dropping upon his 
knees, engaged in prayer. Then he arose and 
resumed his walk. Ashe walked he began 
singing. His voice was steady and good, and 
for a few minutes the jail walls echoed with 

‘JESUS LOVER OF MY SOUL.’’ 

He kept his walk up until day 
hegan todawn. Immediately in frout of his 
cellis a window, and as the first rays of 
light entered Frey braced himself against his 
cage, and rivetting his eyes upon the window, 
remained perfectly still until the night was 
entirely gone. it was misting, and Frey 
turned to the death watch, saying: 

‘It’s raining. Ido wish it could have been 
a clear day.”’ 

He walked back to the corner of his cell 
where his blankets were and kneeling down 

PRAYED FOR A LONG TIME. 

While he was yet engaged in his prayer the 
Rev. L. T. Smith and Rev. W. P. Butler, two 
colored Baptist ministers, were admit- 
ted by Sheriff McClain. The two 
had been with the condemned man before, and 
as they approached the cage and observed that 
he was praying, they both knelt upon the out- 
side and engaged, too, in silent prayer. 
Finally the Rey. Smith began praying aloud, 
and Frey, without getting off his knees, 
crossed the cell floor to the bars 
near the minister. After the prayer 
the Rev. Butler read the Bible and then the 
three sang a hymn. For a hali hour they 
talked with the negro and*then went away. 
As they were leaving 

FREY’S BREAKFAST WAS BROUGHT 
to him. It consisted of broiled ham, 
muftins, butter, syrup, and coffee. 

U pon the tray there was a mug of wine, too. 

He looked at the tray a minute, then began 
eating. He ate asmall piece of the ham, a 
muffin and drank the coffee. but refused the 
wine. 

By nine o’clock there was quite a crowd in 
the city and the yard about the courthouse 
and jail was full. Sheriff McClain walked out 
of the back door, conn * small bundle in 
his hand. He mounted his horse and galloped

the jail with the sheriff. They found Fre 
standing beside the bars talking to a friend.’ 
Sheriff McClain opened the cell door. Frey 
appeared to know that they had come for him, 
and turning away from his friend, 
wulked towards the door Hie 
was calm, but it was clear to ail 
about him that he was doing all he could to 
nerve himself, 

HE PUTS ON HIS NEW SUIT. 

The sheriff dropped one package upon the 
floor, and, opening the other, said: 

“Ed, take off vour coat.’’ 

Frey slowly unbuttoned his coat, and draw- 
ing it off hung it upon a 
the wall of his cell, Ele 
as careful and deliberate about itas if he ex- 
pected to use it again. Then he unbut- 
toned his vest and drawing it off, hung it be- 
side the coat. During this time Sheriff 
McClain opened the bundle, revealing a white 
Shirt. Frey removed his shirt and with a 
hand which began to shake the least bit 
took the new shirt and began putting it om 
He tried to button his collar, but his 

HAND HAD BECOME VERY UNSTEADY 
and the sheriff did it for him. Then tlre cuffs 
were fastened with two small bone buttons. 

Just then he was offeredadrink of liquor, 
but declined it. 

‘It will nerve you up,’’ some one said. 

‘Thank you. I don’t want it. I am 
right.’’ 

‘Take off your trousers Ed,’’ said the 
sheriff as he unrolled the other package 

Frey sat down upon his bundle of "blankets 
and began untieing his shoes. He removed 
them and then hung his trousers by his coat 
and vest. The new breeches were black and 
when the condemned man got into them “he 
glanced down as though trying todiscover how 
they fitted. Then he was given a pair of 
socks, which he puton. Thena new pair of 
shoes. The vest came next, and after Frey 
had put it on the sheriff handed him a shirt 
collar. 

‘*No, I don’t want that,’’ he said. 

That was the first time he had spoken alter 
the sheriff entered his cell. Then the dress- 
ing went on quietly, and when it was finished 
Irey said: i. 

‘“T wish I had a hat.”’ 

‘The sheriff called to some one to get the hat, 
but the prisoner remarked: 

‘‘Never mind.’’ 

When the condemned man was dressed the 
ministers advanced. The Kev. Smith read the 
10th chapter of Romans, and then he and the 
Rev. Butler and the prisoner sang: 

‘‘Won't You Come to Jesusand Be Saved ?’’ 

Then the Rey. Smith prayed, the prisoner 
kneeling just in front of him. The prayer war 
a strong one, He prayed for 

STRENGTH FOR THE OFFICERS 
and for the prisoner. He prayed for all pres- 
ent. The prayer wasshort, and when it was 
over the sheriff produced a pair of 
handcuffs and _ started towards Frey, 
who advanced to meet him with both hands 
extended. Dr. Reynolds noted the prisoner's 
pulse. It was90. The cuffs were ciasped 
around the wrist and a heavy cord was passed 
through his arms and tied behind. At 19:45 
the sheriff walked ont of the coll with Frey 
behind him and Pink Stephens behind Frey. 
As he passed out the cell door 
some one puta cigarin his mouth. The two 
office rs then tock the negro by his arms and

led him down stairs and ont tothe wagon. The 


STREET WAS THRONGED 
with people. Every sort of creature was in 
the crowd, and as Frey stepped into the 
vagon he glanced up and down the street and 
then across. In the crowd he recognized 
some friends to whom he bowed. He was 
given a seat with his back to the driver. The 
sheriff took the-chair beside him and Mr. 
Stephens the other one. The undertaker then 
mounted the box and, as he was in the act of 
moving off, Frey said: 

“Mr. McClain, won’t you light my cigar?” 

The sheriff struck a match and held it to the 
cigar. Frey began smoking, and as the wagon 
rolled along he puffed the blue smoke with an 
evident relish. It was just 

ELEVEN O'CLOCK AND FIVE MINUTES 
when the wagon started off. A dozen 
guards were upon either side 
and more than fiften hundred people 
were behind and around the wagon. The ride 
was a slow one and as the procession moved 
along Frey glanced over the crowd now and 
then, bowing and speaking to some acquain- 
tance who came near him. He talked very 
little but seemed to be cooler than he 
was an hour before. On the 
way out he indulged in a laugh, prompted by 
a& remark some one made, 

REACHES THE GALLOWS. 

At eleven thirty-five, just thirty minutes 
after leaving §the jail, the wagon drew up 
beside the scaffold. As it came toa halt Frey 
looked up at it. It was his first 
sight of the instrument of death. He 
glanced at ita second and then dropped his 
eyes. The sheriff got out and Frey arose. He 

laced a foot upon a wheel and, aided by Mr. 
McClain, sprang from the wagon to the gal- 
lows step. He walkedup and took a seat. 
Mr. Stephens was on one side and Mr. McClain 
onthe other. The colored ministers were 
there, as also were Dr. Reynolds and Dr. Geo, 
Macauley. As Frey satdown he threw his 
cigar away. 

The crowd pressed against the ropes until 
they almost came down. The guard drove 
them back and then arranged themselves 
around the circle. 

Pink Stephens stepped to thefront of the 
scaffold, aud raising his hand said: 

‘‘T hope you will all be quiet now.” 

The silence was intense, 

The Rey. Smith approached the edge of the 
scatfold, saying: 

‘Let us sing hymn 455.”’ 

He read it, and two verses were sung :§ 

Did Christ, O, sinner, weep, 

And shall our cheeks be dry? 
L2t ttoods of penitential grief 
Burst forth from every eye. 
The Son of Ged in tears 
The wondering ——<— See; 
Be thou astonished, O, my soul, 
He sbed those tears for thee. 

While the singing was in progress, Frey bent 
his head to his hands and wept bitterly. His 
sobs could be heard by the crowd outside the 


rope. 

The Rev. Smith at 11:47 stepped forward 
and read seven or sgn verses beginning with 
the 29th verse of the twentieth chapter of 
Acts, then the first three verses of the 
second ‘chapter ist John, then first verse of 
first chapter of John. 

The Rey, Smith at 11:50 began a prayer 
which lasted seven minutes. It was almost a 
repetition of the one in jail. During the pray- 
er Frey sobbed aloud and the negroes in 
the crowd began to moan. Whenit was over 
Mr. Stephens turned to the prisoner. saying: 

‘Ed, do you want tosay anything?’’ > 

“No. Lhave nothing to say,’ he answored./ 

The Rev. Barnes, another Baptist minister, 
had come upon the scaffold, and as the sheriff 
arose everybody seemed to_ know that the end 
was bear at hand. Barnes walked up to Frey 
ang taking him by the hand, said: 

“Good bye, Ed.’’ 

“Good bye,”’ replied the negro. 

Tears were flowing down his cheeks. 

The Rev. th came next. 

He laid one hand upon Frey’s shoulder and

4A SCANDALOUS CASE IN EMANUEL 
COUNTY, 


Highway Robbery Compromised, and the 
Gallty Parties Allowed to Escape the 
Hand of Justice. 


Swarnszoro, Ga., January 25.—[Special.]— 
The Pine Forest prints the full details of the 

tountree robbery. 

All this week, nntil last Wednesday, the 
streets were thronged with people from every 
portion of the county, attending the trial of the 
Kirkland and Cross boys, charged with robbing 
the house of Mr. Allen Rountree on the night 
of the 15th instant and_ carrying away twenty- 
eight hundred dollars. 

THE TRIAL ABANDONED. 

Colonels H. R. Daniel, F. H. Safford, A. H. 
Wooton and T. B. Felder, Sr., appeared for 
the defense. Colonels R. J. Williams, F. W. 
Gilbert and Alfred Herington, for the state. 
After two days spentin the usual way when 
contentious lawyers oppose each other, 
Wednesday morning was the time when the 
case was started off for good. At the 
appointed time the courthouse was full of peo- 
ple curious to see the opening of the case. As 
counsel for the state arose to address the court 
all was for a moment breathless. But instead 
of counsel proceding as expected,|the audience 
was struck dumb by the announcement that 
the prosecution would proceed no further, as 
Mr. Allen Rountree’s money had been re- 
turned to him,and thus one of the worst cases 
ever brought before this court went off the 
docket. 

HOW THE MONEY WAS RETURNED. 

On last Tuesday night Mr. J. J. Rountree 
and Judge D. H. Smith were on their way to 
Mr. Allen Rountree’s and two disguised men 
stepped from out the bushes, and asked if 
they were honest men, and said: 

“If you are take that money you will find at 
the root of that tree, and carry it to Allen 
Rountree and tell him be has got hold of the 
wrong men, and not to prosecute them any 
futher.”’ 

In this way $1,998 was returned to Mr. 
Allen Rountree, and he instructed his law- 
yers to withdraw the prosecution. Messrs. 
Isaac Woods, J. J. Sutton and W. M. 
Turner, the three justices presiding in the 
case, were ioth to let the matter drop, but no 
one eise seemed to move in the matter, and 
the defendants were allowed to skip, The 
county is indignant and will not allow such 
an unceremonious termination of sO graye a 
matter.

Fort Valley Surrounded by Illicit Whisky 
Shops—The Tiger Bold and the People 
Tired of Him—A Suggestive Subject. 


Fort VAuturey, Ga., January 25 —[{Special.] 
Among the first counties in Georgia to adopt 
prohibition was this (Houston) county, the 
election being called by a special act of the 
legislature and carried for prohibition with 
schemes concocted by some of our best people, 
who thought prohibition would be the salva- 
tion of the county and county towns, especial- 
ly the rising generation. Their surmises have 
prove erroneous in every sense of the word, 
and many staunch prohibitionists of this 
town now express themselves publicly 

IN FAVOR OF THE SALE 
of whisky, from the very fact that prohibition 
has proven a failure and farce in Houston 
county. So faras Fort Valley is conterned, 
the vile stuff is sold here in quantities and a 
man can find a drink of whisky for 
sale much easier than he can a pound 
of country butter. Any one who has 
the money and _ will announce them- 
selves in favor of the sale, from fourteen years 
old up, can buy justas much as they desire, 
notwithstanding the strenuous efforts of the 
authorities to inforce the law. The town is 
literally 
SURROUNDED BY WHISKY SHOPS 
in two adjoining counties, Crawford and 
Macon, where it is legally sold by the gallon. 
Jug after jug is brought in here daily and ped- 
dled out, but it seems a hard matter to make a 
casé against any of the many violators who 
have been plying this vocation for a livelihood 
ever since prohibition went into effect six 
years ago. Houston was not carried for pro- 
hibition under the local option law, but by a 
special act of the legislature, and before an 
election can be called again on the question, 
it will require a petition of two-thirds the free- 
holders of the county tothe legislature, pruy- 
ing for a repeal of the present special act, and 
thus put Houston under the general local 
option law, 
THE REPEAL ADVOCATED. 

Many of our best people advocate this step, 
and the attempt will be made to secure the 
requisite number of names to the 
petition, which, if successful, will be present- 
ed to the legislature at the adjourned term. 
Many citizens who are in a position to know, 
think it will be an easy matter to get the mat- 
ter legally before the adjourned term, and 
that whisky will be legally sold here before 
April, 1890, thus bringing in some revenue to 
the town and county, and breaking up a gang 
of people who make their living running a 
“blind tiger.’ 

Whisky Flowing in Villa Rica. 

Vituta Rica, Ga., January 25.—[Special. |— 
This has been a dry town for fourteen years 
until today. Today the town is flooded with 
liquor. Some time in December A. G, 
McWorter- was closed up by an Atlanta house 
and his stock attached, ind the papers made 
returnable to the city court of Carrolton.

“All join in singing ‘And Am I Born to 
Die?’ ”’ 

After the singing he bid farewell to his rela- 
tives, and was told if he had anything to say 
he could doso, He stood up, and in aclear 
voice said: 

Well, fellow-men, this is my last opportu- 
nity that you will ever hear my voice again In 
this lowland of sin and sorrow. I tell you all 
I die today an innocent man, I soon make my 
departure to a land where no sorrow can reach 
me. My lawyers have done all thev could, 
and, if it is according to the will of God, lam 
willing to go.”’ 

His pulse was 120. Rev. Charles Spivey 
then offered a fervent prayer, and then the 
prisoner’s arms were pinioned and the rope 
adjusted, also the black cap, and he was told 
if he wished to say anything to do so. He 
said: 

‘‘T’arewell to you all.”’ 

The trigger was then sprung, and Blackman 
was launched into eternity. He made several 
convulsive jerks and then became still. Drs. 
Smith and Cheney pronounced him dead in 
ten minutes, and his body was cut down after 
hanging fifteen minutes.

THE STORY OF BLACKMAN’S CRIME. 

Charles Blackman was about six feet high, 
stooped shouldered, large, muscular, of ginger 
cake colorand his eyes were never for one 
moment still. They danced incessantly, and 
his whole appearance was repulsive. On the 
night of September 5th, 1885, just as the stores 
were closing, a loud réport of a gun was heard 
and Mr. Stonewall Tondee, who was clerking 
in Mr. Jesse Carter’s store and was standing at 
a desk in the rear ofthe store, threw up both 
hands and cried outina loud voice, saying, 
‘I’m adead man,” and run -ont of the front 
door and fell off the steps and died before 
those in the store reached him. An exami- 
nation of his person showed that two 
buck shot had entered just under the 
shoulder blade and passed through the heart: 
two other buck shot entered the left arm. The 
news of the murder spread like wild fire and 
soon fifty men were looking for the fiend. Im- 
mediately at the back of the store was a cotton 
patch, and a back door of the store was open, 
and in the cotton paich tracks were found and 
also gun wadding, and soon it was ascertained 
that the murderer was standing about thirty 
feet from Mr. Tondee when he was shot. 

BLACKMAN SUSPECTED. 

Suspicion pointed to Charles Blackman, as 
he was known to be a jealous fool about the 
wife of another negro named John Black 
The tracks were followed that night for one 
mile when they were lost in a piece of woods. 
Soon next morning the same tracks were 
found and traced to Captain Burton’s gin 
house. The house was surrounded but the 
game had tiown. He had slept all night in the 
gin house but left at day light, Blackman 
was followed fifteen miles and arrested the 
next day at 2 o’clook p.m. When the posse 
arrived in town with the prisoner the coroner's 
jury owas in_ session over the body 
of Mr. Tondee. Blackman denied a}l knowl- 
edge of the crime and stated that he 
slept in Sumter county about ten miles 
from here. He never showed the least indica- 
tion of guilt until he was carried to where Mr. 
Tondee was laying and when the cloth was re- 
moved from Mr. Tondee’s face Blackman 
trembied like an aspen leaf but would not look 
at him. Persuasion and threats were alike un- 
availing. 

GUILTY OF MURDER. 

The jury found that Mr. Tondee was mur- 
dered by Charies Blackman. Blackman was 
carried to Sumter county jail for safe keeping. 
Qur superior court convened on the 4th Mon- 
day in September. Judge Fort on Monday 
appointed Colonels Bb. B. Hinton, J. C. 
Mathews and B. H. Wilkinson to repre- 
sent the defendant. The state was repre- 
sented by Solicitor General C. B. Hudson, 
W. A. Hawkins, W. H. McCrary and Edgar 
G. Simmons. On Thursday the defendant 
was placed on trial. His counsel moved for a 
continuance because they had not had time to 
prepare the deiense and because of public 
opiniun. Judge Fort overruled the motion 
and after a two days’ trial the jury found him 
guilty of murder. The case was carried to the 
supreme court and the judgment was set aside 
and a new trial ordered. Blackman was again 
placed on trial in September, 1886, and again 
found guilty. His case was again carried to 
the supreme court and the judgment was 
again set aside and a new trial ordered.

ing the river into Alabama. He made his escape 
just after he learned the supreme court had 
afttirmed the decision of the superior court. He 
had been-sentenced at each conviction to hang 
and when he wasagain sentenced at the last 
September court to hang 1th October, people 
did not believe he would hang as he had es- 
Governor Gordon was 
appealed to and he granted a respite for sixty 
days, and before the sixty days were out, 
granted another respite indetinitely, | peo- 
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ana 
ple had concluded that justice was asleep. But 
the law, ever reliabie, must and shall be viudi- 
eated, and Blackman paid the penaity for 
themost dastardiy murcer ever perpetrated 
on today. Blackman was not worth ten cents, 
but he bas cost this county over five thousand 
dollars to asceriain if he was guilty of murder 
under the furmsot law.

Ia October he was again tried, convicted aud 
sentenced to hang today, which sentence was 
carried out. Only about tifty people witnessed 
the execution. Seams had professed religion 
and said he was confident he would ge to 
heaven. His neck was broken by the fall.

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BUSINESS OF THE WEEK. 


Dun's Report on the State. of Trade—Fall- 
ures. Etc. 

New Yor«, January 25.—R.G. Dun & Co.’s 
review of trade for the week says: 

The state of trade is unusually perplexing, for, 
with a general complaint of dullness, there are evi- 
dences thatthe yolume of transactions is large. 
The payments through the banks last week were 25 
percent larrer than for the correspondjng week 
iast year at New York. ang 16 per cent larger at all 
other cities, and, while speculation in stocks and 
products accounts for much of this increase, another 
part is but the reflection of the heavy business 
done last fall. Gains appeared at so many 
cities, and are so Jarge, .that the new 
transactionsofthe week can hardly have been beiow 
last year’s market. Railroad earnings also show 
that traffic ix large, though apparently but little in 
excess of last year’s, The demand tor money is 


| sufficiently active at nearly ali interior points, more- 


over toindicate that large business is in progress. 
Yet it is undeniable that the prevailing temper is 
ore of disappointment at. the result of business 
since the new year began and this is not wholiy 
explained by the steadily declining prices of prod- 
ucts. Reports from commercial centres are far 
from gloomy. At southern points, after some de- 
pee ye trade appears to be improving and it is 

ped that liquidation is about over. The supply 
of mouey seems to be everywhere ample for legiti- 
mate demauds, and while collections are rather 
dull, or but fairlv, satistactory at many points, 
complaints are on the whole rather fewer than 
usual, 

Much of the existing disappointment is undoubt- 

ediy due tothe arrest of railroad building and 
stoppage of wheat export, which are traceable to 
speculative influences. In the great iron industry, 
the consumption for all other than railroad purposes 
appears to be larger than ever; but there is serious 
disturbance, because fully a third of the former 
In conse- 
quence, the Iron Age reporis a ‘‘geveral weaken- 
ing,’ which ‘there is 06 use in blinking at,’ and 
holds that furnaces which cannot face, without 6e- 
rious loss, a decline of fuily $1 from the present 
may wisely suspend production 
at western points. Southern iron is 
offered at prices equivalent to $12 at 
Birmingham, whicb is considered equal to $17 for 
Pennsylvania iron, and large sales are reported at 
prices below published quotations. Last year’s de- 
liveries of rails were but 1,200,000 tons, about sixty 
per cent of the capacity of the works. Bar iron is 
weak, but reports that the steel beam combine has 
broken are contradicted. A deciine in the price of 
coke ‘is considered probable, and the anthracite 
coal market continues weak. The decline in wheat 
continues, the price having fallen 2% cents for tlhe 
week. The record of $1.20 for wheat October 8h 
looks rather absurd in the light of subsequent 
events, but at the prices reached this week—3'z 
to 93%, cents—there bas been some buying for ex- 
port, though not as yet for Great Britain. 
C,Corn has fallen a centin spite of a in export 
demand, and oats areashadelower. Pork products 
have also declined, mess aboul 50 cents per barrel, 
lard 20 and hogs 10 cents per 100 pounds. Cotton is 
a shade lower, with sales of 421,000 bales, and coffee 
three-eighths higher, with sales of 235,000 bags, 

In oil the market was dull and comparatively un- 
chavged until Friday, when a sudden spurt lifted 
the price 2% cents in an hour. There is little 
activity in grocerirs, but the sugar market favors 
holders, though estimates make the world’s }fo- 
duction 5,240,000 tons against 4,945,000 last year. 

The general average of prices has tallen ', of one 
per cent forthe week and morethan two per cent 
since January first, with little ;rospect of an upward 
movementat present. Thesupply of money here. 
increased both by remittances from the interior and 
by excess of treasury disbursements over receipts, 
which reached $1,700,000 for the week. Foreign 
trade atthis port continues to improve, and while 
imports forthis year exceed last year’s by four per 
ceut, exports of merchandise from New York show 
a gain of eleven per cent for three weeks. 
Lower foreign exchange would naturally result 
but for the weakness in stocks and sales of securi- 
ties on foreign account. But with the many 
depressing eyents and reports, the stock market is 
nevertheless so firmly sustained that ti@ average 
decline in prices has been only 6° cents per $100 for 
the week, and the later tone has been more 
hopeful,

Although the fiftieth congress has not yet 
llisappeared from view, Editor Jones, of the

Poor littie Emma Abbott is in trouble 
again. 

A widow, childless, and still suffering 
from her recent bereavement, it was natural 
that she should go to church in Memphis 
last Sunday. She was in the city to fill an 
engagement. She did not wish to stay 
away from divine service, and so she went 
to Dr. Burford’s chnrch., 

It so happened that one of her tenors 
sang in the choir that morning, by invita- 
tion ofthe director, Hesang an anthem, 
and Dr. Burford, at its conclusion, said he 
‘“‘desived to thank the stranger for his an- 
them, and hoped every member of the con- 
gregation appreciated it.’’ 

The Appeal the next morning headed its 
account of the incident: ‘‘Not a Purblind 
Bigot—Miss Abbott Meets a Minister Who 
Does Not Boycott Actors.’’ This heading 
was unfortunate. It stirred up a number of 
ministers, andat a meeting they decided 
that the publication was an ‘uncalled for 
criticism of Mr. Candler, who once in Nash- 
ville denounced Miss Abbott from the pul- 
pit. Dr. Burford wrote a letter stating that 
when he thanked the singer hedid not 
know that he was the member of an opera 
troupe, and did not know that Emma Ab- 
bott was inthe house. Several ministers, 
in their interviews with the reporters, de- 
nounced the stage in unqualified terms. 
The Rey. Warner Moore said: 

‘The st@ge will never be reformed till the millen 
nium, and I don’t think Christian people ought to 
countenance it. Regarding Miss Abbott, I know 
nothing except what I have read in the papers, and 
a few incidents which have come under my special 
observation. i have inferred from these incidents 
that she is attempting to use the church as a me- 
dium of advertisement. If you remember, she said 
in an interview with a reporter here last year that 
she knew Spurgeon, the great Loudon preacher, 
well, and hadsungin hischoir, Mr. Candler, of 
Nashville, cabled Dr. Spurgeon, and he denied 
knowing the woman, and said he had no choir. 
Last Sunday she caused it to be stated that she went 
forward an@shook hands with Dr. Burford, He 
denies this. In a papera few daysago was a letter 
of condolence io Ler with the name of Dr. Talmage 
signed. I have nodoubt but inthis, like in the 
other cited instances, she took a liberty unwarrant- 
ed by the person concerned,” 

In reply to Mr. Moore, the Avalanche 
called attention to the fact that Spurgeon 
knew Miss Abbott as Mrs. Eugene Wether- 
ett, and had presented her with a volume of 
his sermons, writing her name in it with his 
own hand. Astothe letter from Dr, Tal- 
mage, it had appeared in the New York 
World, a paper not likely tobe imposed 
upon. | 

Of course the Memphis paper was alto- 
gether in the wrong when it. intimated that 
Mr. Candler was a ‘‘purblind bigot,” but 
Emma Abbott was not responsible for that. 
The poor woman’s offense seems to be that 
she uses her wonderful gift of song on the 
lyric stage, and insists in believing that be- 
cause she is a pure Woman she has a right 
to go to church, 

This is just what the Memphis affair 
amounts to when it is boiled down. If Emma 
Abbott had remained away from church 
like a heathen last Sunday she would not 
have been in this trouble.. 

It isa queer case. Nobody knows any- 
thing against the great singer’s character. 
The rash attempt,made by a Memphis min- 
ister to prove her guilty of fraud, lying and 
forgery, seems to have been a failure. But 
she will sing on the stage, and she will go to 
church.

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PARALYZING PECKSNIFF. 


How the Preachers Sat Down Upon Editor 
Shepard. 

New York, January 25.— Colonel Elliott F. 
Shepard, editor and proprietor of the Mailand Ex 
press, addrsssed 200 Methodist ministers on the Sun- 
day question yesterday afternoon. Hespoke for an 
hour and a quarter against Sunday concerts, Sunday 
newspapers, Sunday stages and Suuday exhibitions, 
He told how hard he had worked all along to sup- 
press Sunday desecration in New York, At the con- 
clusion of Editor Shepard’s remarks, which were 
enthusiastically applauded, the Rev. George Lans. 
ing Taylor, D. D., D.C. L., poet and divine, arose 
with much dignity and great impressiveness. He 
said he wasa subscriber to the Mail and Express, 
and was accustomed to read the pape: every even- 
ing with great avidity and much interest, 

‘But,’ said the Rey. Dr. Taylor, laving great em- 
phasis on the word. Every minister thercupon 
straightened himself up and craned his neck to 
catch what was coming. ‘But,’’ repeated the rey- 
erend gentleman, ‘‘there is one question that I want 
to ask Editor Shepard, and that is why he deyotes 
every evening a column to horse racing in his pa- 
per?” 

This was a stunner. The ministers applauded 
most heartily, and shouts of “Good!” and “Heart” 


and similar expressions were heard in every part of 


the room. 

The confusion lasted several minutes. Colonel 
Shepard was the picture of despair. Aiter a dead 
pause of two minutes more Colonel Shepard got up 
and replied that he published a sporting column in 
the interest of Christianity. By publishing sport- 
ing news he thought he could induce sporting men 
to buy his paper and read the sermons and moral 
editorials which appeared in other columns, 

Colonel Shepard did not make this explanation 
very glibly, and when he sat down no one ap- 
plauded. Colonel Shepard’s acdress was not in his 
great religious daily this afternoon, although here- 
tofore all his speeches have appeared in it verbatim.

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SHORT OF MONEY. 


The Sultan of Zanzibar in Straightened Cir 
cumstances. 

Lonpon, January 25.—Grave pecuniary em- 
barrassment is reported to be impending for 
the sultan of Zanzibar. Facts have leaked out 
which indicate that his treatment at the hands 
of the German East African company is abso- 
lutely unparalleled. Since the beginning of 
its operation, it is stated that the suitan's di- 
rect cash loss has been over 450,000 rupees, and 
his constructive loss ten times that amount. 

Thecompany exacted payment of every 
penny to which it would be entitled if in a 
prosperous, working order. In addition to the 
value of the losses it sustained at Kilwa and 
elsewhere, the sultan is compelled to pay 
monthly nearly 150,000 rupees to keep the com- 
pany for the cost of theoretital adininistration, 
which has been practically abandoned since 
September, and the company has made no re- 
payments.to any officials or soldiers on the 
coast except at one place. 

The company has thusriven a vast body of 
malcontents into the insurgent ranks, holding 
the sultan and company alike as responsible 
for their destitution, and it has entirely de- 
stroyed the sultan’s power. It is rumored 
that the sultan has repeatedly remonstrated 
with the German — consul on the 
Germans’ want of success. In an 
open durvar recently the sultan_ stated 
that he had received only 5,000 instead of the 
customary 8,000 rupees in December for rev- 
enue on the German litteral. The French 
mission is soliciting donations to defray the 
expense of keeping 8,000 refugees from 
Bagamoio. 


FIGHTING THE WEST POINT TERMINAL 


An Effort Being Made to Have Its Fran- 
chise Forfeited. 

tICHMOND, Va., January 25.—-Counsel from 
New York and Philade]pma, representing un- 
named parties, presented a petition today to the 
state’s attorney-general, asking that it be filed 
in the circuit court.. It isa plea for a writ of 
quo warranto against the Richmond and West 
Point Terminal company for the purpose of 
forfeiting its franchise. Among the allega- 
tions are the following: That by the acquisi- 
tion of competing lines they have vio- 
late@ the limitations of their charter, 
and by the acquisition of stock in and coutrol 
of different lines owned by the company they 
have exceeded the powers conferred in the act 
which, inseveral respects is declared to be 
unconstitutional, because it embraces provis- 
ions not expressed in the title. Counsel for the 
Terminal, though not served with the allega- 
tions, appeared before the attorney general 
and asked time to prepare an answer, which 
was granted, and February ®, fixed as the day 
of hearing.

An Election for the Reichstag—A Dinner at 
the Palace. 

BERLIN, January 25.—A second ballot was 
held in Breslau today for the election of a 
member of the reichstag. Herr Kulhm, mas- 
ter tailor socialist candidate, received 9,400 
votes, and Friedlaender, progressist, 8,100. 

The emperor and empress gave a diplomatic 
dinner this evening to the ambassadors of 
Italy, Russia, Austria, France, Spain and 
Great Britain and their wives, Turkish am- 
bassadors, military attaches of the embassies 
named, and Count Herbert Bismarck.

WASHINGTON, January 25.—Representatiy 
Morrow, of California, who is chairman of th 
sub-committee of the house committee.on fo 
eign affairs, intends to call the sub committe 


together and get to work at the earliest oppo / 
tunity. He says that his views on Samoan, 
awiairs are positive and have been madé 


known through the resolution introduced 
by him in the house last 
The status quo at the time representatives 
of the United States, Germany and England 
met, he says, must be restored, and this would 


necessitate the replacement of King Maleatoa 


in the position from which he was so unjustly 
removed by German agents and sent to Mar- 


shallislands. This step, Mr. Morrow insisted, 
must be preliminary to any further negotiae 


tions on the subject. 

Mr. Herbert,chairman of the naval commit- 
tee of the Rouse, and has not yet received a 
response to his letter to Secretary Whitney 
inviting suggestions as to any amendments

Murder of Missionaries in Africa, 
ZANZIBAR, January 25.—An English mis- 
slonary named Brooks and sixteen of his fol- 
lowers were murdered Saturday near Saadani 
by members of the coast tribes and natives of 
Zanzibar. These murders indicate the extent 
of-hatred to the whites the Germans have 
aroused. Saadani for many years has been the 
starting point of European missions, natives 
welcoming missionaries and assisting all of 
them,especially the English.

Mr. James R. Wylie, the secretary of the 
Atlanta Manufacturers’ association, completed 
yesterday and submitted tothe president and 
directors of the association an interesting lot 
of statistics relative to the banks and bankers 
of Atlanta. 

The report covers the years 1886, ’87 and ’88, 

Tt can only be claimed for the figures given 
that they are closely approximate. From pri- 
vate bankers it was impossible to obtain re- 
ports,so that the loan and discount and supply 
earnings and deposits of several banks are not 
given. This decreases the balance totals. 

Besides the banks and bankers in the table 
are the Atlanta Home Insurance company, 
capital and assets $280,000, actively. em- 
ployed; twelve or fifteen loan and building 
associations, the aggregate of whose actually 
paid in cash, as estimated by an expert and 
practical manager, is $1,000,000; the Mer- 
chants’ and Mechanics’ bank, whose accn- 
mulating monthly installments, actually 
paid in and active, exceed $20,- 
000; the Farmers’ Improvement § and 
Savings association, also accumulating by 
monthly instaliments, the stock consisting of 
40,000 shares payable in monthly installments 
of $1 per share, one month’s installment, 
$40,000, having been paid into the treasury, 
the shares being $200 each and the proposed 
ultimate capital $8,000,000, with headquarters 
at Atlanta.

NEW YORK STOCKS. 
Stocks as Keported at the New York Stock

NEW YORK, Janusy 25.—The stock market 
was dull today, while the movements in prices were 
confined to even narrower :ange than usual. The 
covering movement of last evening extended over 
into this morning and gave the market a firm ap- 
pearance in connection with the limited purchases 
for foreign account.

The Railroad Feature of the Past Few Daysis the 
Big Deal by Which the Pullman Palace Cir 
Company Obtains Control of All the Palace Car 
Companies in the Country, With the Single 
Exception of the Wagner.—The Georgia Kall- 
road Commission at Work.—Captain Reneau 
Resigns From the Central.

The Pullman Palace Car company has ac- 
guired contro] of all the parlor car companies 
Going business in this country, with the one 
exception of the Wagner company, whose op- 


erations are confined to the Vanderbilt lines. , 


Negotiations looking to the consummation of 
this big deal have been in prospect for a long 
time, but a multitude of obstacles intervened, 
ill last Tuesday, when at a meeting held in 
Wall street it was completed. 

By this acquisition the Pullman company 
gains for its service of drawing room coaches 


and sleeping cars a complete monopoly of the | 


where hitherto its grip has been 
slightest. Every railroad in the south using 
palace cars at all will now have Pullmans. 
Among the great lines that will benefit in this 


south, 


Way are the tichmond Terminal sys- 
tem, the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia, the Richmond and Danville, the 


Georgia Central, the Virginia Midland, and 
the Cincinnati Southern. 

Progress toward the end now reached by the 
Pullman company was made in 1887, when the 
acquisition of the Parlor Car company of the 
Baltimore and Olbio railroad created a sensa- 
tion. 

It is not to the south by any means, how- 
ever, that this transaction is confined. Other 
leading railways beside the southern systems 


are brought by it into the Pullman camp. Two | 
of these are the Philadelphia and Reading and | 


the Central railroad of New Jersey. 

The Wall street meeting at which this big 
contract was entered into was attended by 
many well known railway magnates, including 
John G. Moore, George S. Scott, President 
John H. Inman of the Richmond Terminal, 
Henry Maxwell, Edward Lauterbach, Presi- 
dent Samuel Thomas of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia, and President Schiff of 
the Cincinnati Southern. President George M. 
Pullman, Vice-President Horace Porter, and 
General Manager Reynolds represented the 
Pullman company. There was little time 
wasted in dickering. Affairs bad been much 
too thoroughly canvassed in advance for that, 
and all parties to the bargain were too well 
persuaded of the merits of the project. Presi- 
dent Pullman stated the terms he was willing 
1o make, and the contract was forthwith con- 
cluded whereby the lately organized Union 
Palace Car company, including the Mann Bou- 
doir company and the Woodruff Parlor Car 
company, were bought. President Pullman 
agreed that the total amount of money involved 
in the deai should be paid in Wall street to- 
day. 

Anticipation of this big transaction has 
been stirring operators on the stock exchange 
for some time. The stock has advanced about 
fifty points without a break, and is now above 
100. Itis said that in 1884, while everybody 
elsa was demoralized and the Wall street 
gossips were reporting him as in financial 
difticulties, Mr. Pullman bought over 10,000 
shares of his company’s stock around 90, which 
stock, showing a profit now of much more than 
$1,000,000, he still holds. 

Captain Reneau Resigns. 

Captain Olmius Reneau, probably the oldest 
passenger conductor in continuous service in 
the south, has resigned his position with the 
Central road and will take a rest from his 
labors. 

No railroad official in Georgia is better 
known than Captain Reneau. He has been 
for thirty-one years a conductor on the Central 
railroad, and his continuous service is proof of 
his efficiency and the high regard in which he 
is held by his superiors. 

It is an open fact that had Colonel Frobel, 
of the Macon and Covington lived, Captain 
feneau would have been superintendent of 
this line. 

Captain Reneau has been a resident of 
Atlanta for some years and is highly esteemed 
by hosts of friends and acquaintances.
